1 . 1 WISH TO STRESS AGAIN THE IMPORTANCE OF KEEPING IN TOUCH WITH 
THE GOZ ON OUR DISCUSSIONS WITH THE ANGOLANS CONCERNING ANGOLAN- 
ZAIRIAN RELATIONS. DESPITE HIS PREVIOUS TOUGH TALK TO THE PRESS, 

THERE ARE MORE RECENT INDICATIONS THAT MOBUTU MIGHT BE AMENABLE 
TO NEW INITIATIVES LEADING TOWARD EVENTUAL NORMALIZATION OF RELA- 
TIONS WITH LUANDA. MOBUTU'S JUNE 24 SPEECH, ANNOUNCING AN AMNESTY 
FOR ALL ZAIRIAN REFUGEES (INCLUDING THOSE IN ANGOLA) AND APROPOSING 
THAT THE UNHCR MONITOR THEIR SAFE RESETTLEMENT IN ZAIRE, COULD BE 
AN IMPORTANT FIRST STEP IN THAT DIRECTION. THIS, TOGETHER WITH A 
PROMISE TO CRACK DOWN ON THE MILITARY'S ABUSE OF CIVILIANS (A 
MAJOR GRIEVANCE AMONG SHABANS), COMES IN THE WAKE OF - AND NO DOUBT 
IN RESPONSE TO - OUR STRONG REPRESENTATIONS TO MOBUTU ON THESE ISSUES.

PERCEIVES WE ARE GIVING PRIORITY TO OBASANJO IN PROVIDING A READ- 
OUT OF MATTERS WHICH BEAR IMMEDIATELY ON ZAIRE S (BUT NOT 
NIGERIA'S) SEUCITY. IF AMBASSADOR MCHENRY DOES PLAN TO BRIEF 
THE GON, I BELIEVE IT WOULD BE IN OUR INTEREST FOR HIM TO 
STOP HERE FIRST.
